Does not such an ecample show us 
that so far as our own individual wis- 
dom and learning are concerned, they 
are as nothing com with that of 
our heavenly Father; and that 
our being humble He will be pl 
to. pour out such blessings as the proud 
and haughty can never attain in their 
present state. If we would take time 
to reflect, we would soon learn that of 
ourselves we can do nothing; and 
this fact iteelf ought to © us 
humble, to say nothing of the bles- 
sings attending humility. 

_ Humility has ever been a character- 
istic of the Latter-day Saints, and by 
it they are distinguished from the 
people of the world; but they are 
none too humble yet.

FACTS AND EVENTS.

The largest volcano in the island of Hawaii is in a state of eruption. 


A despatch from Singapore of January 


16th, states that the steamer Phyapetet has 


foundered after having been in collision with another vessel, and forty-two persons were 


drowned. 


A fire in Marblehead, Mass., U. S. A., Dec. 26th, 1888, burned over an area of twelve 
acres of buildings. The entire shoe manufacturing interest—the principal business of 


the town—was destroyed. 
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A house situated in the Quartier Bellemai, Marseilles, France, and inhabited by 
Italians, suddenly collapsed on the 15th inst. Seven of the inmates were killed and nine 
injured, two of them seriously. 

Reports have been received of the total loss, off St. John’s, on the Sist ult., of the brig 
Atalpha, while on a voyage from Rouen to Philadelphia. Elevem of the crew were 
drowned, the captain only being saved. 

Despite the usual exaggeration, the riot in Kemper County, Miss., between whites and 
blacks seems to have been a rather serious affair. And the end is not yet, unless the 
authorities show more discretion than is customary in that section. 

Paris, Jan. 12.—A disastrous landslip, caused by the recent heavy and continuous 
rains, has fallen upon the village of Bellegarde, near Tarascon, destroying a large part 
of the place. There is reason to fear a recurrence of the terrible floods in the Toulon 
district. 

A serious railway accident occurred on the 14th inst. en the New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Ohio Railway. A passenger train was proceeding eastward, when it came into 
collision with a freight train near Kent, Ohio. A terrible scene followed, eight persens 
being taken out of the wreck dead, while six others were more or less seriously hurt. 

An explosion occurred on the 4th inst. in one of the pits of the Grison coal mines, 
situated in the very centre of the coal district of Asturias, Spain. The number of the 
men who were employed in the pit at the time is not yet known. Up to the present 
twenty-seven dead bodies have been recovered ; but it is feared some are yet buried in 
the pit.

Tax Post will need an accountant with a special mathematical training to 
enable him to manipulate a balance sheet which can be used in an effort to 
substantiate its charge against the “Mormon” Elders. It declares that the 
tithes are “ their plunder,” and that “the affairs of the Mormon community 
are conducted on the lines of a polity which tend to the enrichment * * of 
the few at the expense of the many.” On the other hand, the Post 
asserts that “the Church has become an enormous commercial organization; 
* * it has constructed gas works, street tramways, telegraph lines; it runs 
a theatre; it owns farmlands and coal mines, and is profitably engaged in 
stock raising.” 

Business enterprises of the nature referred to by the Post require, in any 
country, a good, substantial capital to get them successfully established, and 
Utah enterprises are not exceptional in this respect. Just where that capital 
was secured is a matter that can not be determined successfully, if the Elders 
have “ plundered” the tithes of the “ Mormon” people so lavishly as we are 
led to suspect they did from what the Post alleges. To make the case against 
itself complete, that journal refers to an unfinished Temple which has cost 
$4,000,000, or £800,000. It speaks, also, of a Tabernacle which will seat over 
9,000 persons. What that building cost we are not informed, but it was 
more than a trifling sum; yet both of these famous and costly structures 
have been erected out of the “ plundered”(?) donations of the Mormon” 
people. Then, too, the Post might have mentioned a number of other Church 

and, among them, three completed Temples which have cost several 
‘millions of dollars more; it might have referred to the notorious fact that 
there is not a poor-house, nor anything of that nature, among the “ Mor- 
mons;” for the poor, whether saint or sinner, Jew or Gentile, are generously 
provided for out of the alleged “ plunder” of the Elders, in all instances where 
suffering is known to exist. The Post seems to write utterly oblivious of the 
fact that American “ plunderers” very generally have a way of stealing across 
the line into Oanada with their “ booty,” instead of laying it out im city im- 
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as we are informed those, who have grown rich at the expense of 
the “Mormon” people, do in Salt Lake City. Not a single Mormon” Elder 
has yet found it necessary for his safety to follow the lead of the defaulting 
American bank presidents and confidential clerks, who add not immaterially 
to the population of other countries. The system of book-keeping which is 
adopted in connection with the tithing operations of the “ Mormons,” is the 
most perfect which can be devised to meet all requirements; and should any 
one attempt to “ plunder” the people of their donations, detection is sure. To 
say that defalcations have taken place, but are concealed for the sake of the 
“Mormon” cause, is to attribute assinine stupidity and other indefinable 
qualifications to hostile lawyers and bitter apostates, who have not thus far 
been able, so far as our knowledge extends, to discover a single case of defal- 
cation, though the Church books have been for months in the hands of the 
United States Receiver. In view of these facts, and particularly the one last 
mentioned, the Posts charges against the Mormon” Elders of “ plundering” 
the people must appear stupid or malicious. When it attempts to write up 
“ Mormonism” again, it should make itself acquainted with a few items, at 
least, of its history. : 

Again the Post writer says: 

I spent a Sunday in Salt Lake City for the purpose of attending a service 
at the Tabernacle. In all the vast congregation there can not be seen one 
countenance which does not bear the imprint of stolid ignorance and im- 
passive degradation, excepting on the great dais where the Elders of the 
Church are seated. The majority of the men look like mechanics of a very 
unintelligent type; the women are not, as might be expected, more numerous 
than the men; all of them, old and ym. ag haggard and careworn, and 


there is not only no vestige of beauty to found among them, but nota 
single face or figure which could be described as decently comely. 


Just a short time previous to penning these lines their author wrote: 


When I spoke of the industry and morality of the Mormons, I referred to 
the masses of the people. The Elders of the Church are probably as astute 
and unscrupulous a gang of scoundrels as ever preyed upon their fellow- 
creatures, 


The “ Mormon” people are certainly peculiar, but it was left for the Post to 
discover that the really moral portion of the “Mormon” community are the 
only ones among them who “ bear the imprint of stolid ignorance and degra- 
dation,” while the alleged scoundrelly“ class appear quite the reverse. 
When the Post unburdens itself, asserting that individuals who attain toa 
high standard of moral excellence appear stolidly ignorant and degraded, 
while alleged scoundrels” look (by implication) quite saintly, it certainly 
throws a sombre shade of doubt over its own capacity to judge men and 
matters intelligently. 

Many travelers, besides the jargonizing writer for the Post, have visited 
Salt Lake City and other portions of Mormondom,” and have left a record 
of their impressions respecting the general appearance of the Sainte. Mr. 
Phil. Robinson, an English traveler of wide experience, and of unquestioned 
reliability, says of the Mormons” iu his work entited Sinners and Saints: 


The demeanor of the women of Utah, as compared with, say Brighton or 
Washington, is modesty itself; and the children are just such healthy, vigor- 
85 pretty children as one sees in the country or by the sea-side in England. 


tah-born girls, the offspring of plural marriage, have figures that would 
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make Paris envious; and they carry themselves with almost oriental dignity. 
* „A healthier and more stalwart community I have never seen; w 
among the women I saw many refined faces, and remarked that robust health 
seemed the rule. 


Mr. Robinson has drawn a comparison (with respect to appearanee) favor- 
able to the “ Mormons,” even when contrasting them with the most moral 
portions of the best nation, as a whole, which is in existence to-day. He 
made quite a tour through the Mormon” settlements, and thus experienced 
a far more varied and extensive observation than an individual passed 
through who “spent a Sunday in Salt Lake City.” The former speaks as 
follows of a rural congregation of the Saints: 

But taken in the they are precisely such a congregation as fills nine- 
tenths of the rural — of . the wher over. 

Sueh rebutting testimony as we have offered is quite sufficient, and, to 
conelude, we remind our readers that a moral and virtuous life always causes 
the countenance to beam with intelligence and spirituality, the Post to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Again the Post says: 

Only the other.day three elders brought into Utah 50 converts from Ala- 


bama, 18 of whom were girls, and only nine out of the whole party could 
read or write. 


Admitting this sad truth, the Post must be aware that the fact illustrates 
Gentile, not Mormon” ignorance. These people were “converts,” not indi- 
viduals who were raised under the influences of “Mormonism.” It is one of 
the characteristics of “ Mormonism” to take many just such illiterate people 
as these, and make them literate to an extent which compares very favorably 
with any community in the United States. A few statistics relative to this 
matter are herewith given: ; 


In 1870, according to the United States census reports (taken in Utah by 
non-“ Mormons”), Utah’s enviable record stood as follows:

In 1877, when the school population of Utah numbered 30,792, there was 
invested in the Territory in school property the creditable sum of 568,984 
dollars, being about eighteeu and one-half dollars per capita of the school 
population. In contrast with this take the amount per capita of their school 
2 — which some of the States have invested in school property: North 

arolina, 0.60 dollars; . 3.00 dollars; Virginia about 200 dollars; 
Oregon less than 9.00 dollars; Wisconsin less than 11.00 dollars; Tennessee 
less than 2.50 dollars; Delaware less than 13.00. 
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These are the facts and figures for the decade ending with 1880. Later 
statistics give the following:

According to the United States census for 1880, only 13 States and Terri, 
tories can show a lower pereentage of illiteracy than Utah. But 5.71 per 
cent. of the Utah population are unable to read, while the percentage for 
“educated” Rhode Island is 8.72, and for South Carolina it is 3232. Ac- 
cording to this same census, and other sources of official information, 

Utah, when compared with all other portions of the Union, and in pro- 
portion to population, has the greatest number of day schools, Sabbath 
schools, school attendants, churches, printing, publishing, book-binding and 
other kindred institutions. 

In view of such facts as these, the less the Post says about the illiterate 
character of Mormon” converts the better, for there is no possibility of 
making out a bad case against a community which takes unlearned people 
and educates them. When we consider, also, that Utah has never had the 
governmental aid in educational matters which has been so generously ex- 
tended to other portions of the United States, the “ Mormons” ought to feel 
justly proud of the position they occupy with respect to their general literacy 
The precepts and requirements, also, of the Church are uncompromising on 
educational interests, and its membership endeavors to comply as faithfully 
with its teachings thereon, as with any others, and results prove how 
suceessful the efforts have been. 

The Post further alleges: 

The political power which Utah enjoys is that which is common to the 
territories which have not been promoted to be States in the Union, and in 


the administration of the local government the way of advancement has been 
closed to all not of the faith. 


The dense ignorance respecting Utah affairs which these statements disclose 
is pitiable. It is notorious the world over, that the Federal laws of 1882 and 
1887 imposed special political disabilities upon the people of Utah. Among 
other “specialties,” which might be mentioned, we instance the law that 
created the Gentile “ Utah Commission” which has direct supervision of all 
political elections in the Territory. This body of men appoints the Regis- 
trars for enrolling the voters, and it also appoints the judges of the elections, 
There are usually four of these officers altogether for every polling preeinct 
in the Territory. The office of the Territorial and County Superintendents 
of common schools are also filled by executive appointment. Probate Judges 
in Utah are also appointed. These and other features of the case which

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might be mentioned are peculiar to Utah. Additional positions which are 
filled by the appointing power are, the Judgeships for Utah’s four Judicial 
Districts, together with every position in any manner appertaining to the 
Utah Courts, including that of the Prosecuting Attorney and his assistants, 
the U. S. Marshal and his deputies, etc. Then, too, there are a number of 
U. S. Commissioners and the Revenue officials. The Governor, Secretary, 
Treasurer and Auditor of the Territory hold office by grace of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the United States, and the Post’s libel that the “ Mormons” have 
closed “the way of political advancement to all not of the faith,” is too palpa- 
ble to take with any people who are compos mentis. 

_ When we consider further that the law of 1887 disestablished the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and confiscated all its property over and 
above the paltry sum of $50,000, exclusive of the value of property used 
solely for religious purposes—when we consider that many of the “ Mormons” 
are now suffering imprisonment at the hands of their political opponents, we 
readily discern that the Posts assertion that the sufferers have control of the 
political machinery in Utah is on a par with its other statement that moral 
people look degraded. What few offices are left to the “ Mormons” in Utah, 
they are sharing with their enemies. The Post quoted a portion of Governor 
West's report, but omitted the following: 


They (the Mormons) have, where the power has been in their hands, while 
retaining control, liberalized the municipal government of this city (Salt Lake 
City), by giving representation therein to non-Mormons, They have done 
likewise in the boards coutrolling the Asylum for the insane, the Deseret 
8 the Reform School, the Agricultural College and the Territorial 

air. 

If the Post writer was aware of all these facts when he wrote the article on 
“ Mormonism,” some of the statements contained therein are simply malicious; 
if he was not aware of them, what excuse can he offer for such ignorance? 
The facts we have mentioned are notorious. 

Politically the Mormons” are almost at the mercy of their opponents, The 
government is practically in the hands of the latter, as we have shown, and 
moreover, the Governor of Utah Territory has the power of absolute vetoagainst 
any and every law which “ Mormon” legislators may enact, and it is absurd to 
talk of the union of State and Church while the respective institutions are in 
the hands of different people, who can not, or will not unite. With respect 
to secular governments, the teachings of the Mormon” Church assert: 

We believe that ones were instituted of God for the benefit of 


man, and that he holds men accountable for their acts in relation to them 
either in making laws or administering them, for the good and safety of 


society. 

We believe that all men are bound to sustain and uphold the respective 
governments in which they reside, while protected in their inherent and 
inalienable rights by the laws of such governments; and that sedition and 
rebellion are unbecoming every citizen thus proteeted, and should be punished 
accordingly ; and that all governments have a right to enact such laws as in 
their own judgment are best calculated to secure the public interest, at the 
same time, however, holding sacred the freedom of conscience. 

We believe that every man should be honored in his station: rulers and 
magistrates as such, being placed for the protection of the innocent, and the 

unishment of the guilty; and that to the laws all men owe respect and 

ference, as without them peace and harmony would be supplanted by 
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anarchy and terror ; human laws being instituted for the express purpose of 
regulating our interests as individuals and nations, between man and man, 
divine laws given of heaven, prescribing rules on spiritual concerns, for faith 
and worship, both to be answered by man to his Maker. 

We do not believe it just to mingle religious influence with civil govern- 
ment, whereby one religious society is fostered, and another proscribed in its 
— privileges, and the individual rights of its members as citizens 

i 


We believe that all religious societies have a right to deal with their mem- 
bers for disorderly conduct according to the rules and ——— such 
societies, provided that such dealings be for fellowship and good standing; 
but we do not believe that any religious society has authority to try men on 
the right of pro or life, to take from them this world’s or to put 
them in — of either life or limb, neither to inflict any physical punish- 
ment upon them ; they can only excommunicate them from their society, and 
withdraw from them their fellowship.—Doctrine and Covenants, pages 488— 
4865 

These sentiments are in accord with positive commandments by revelation, 
as, for example: 

Wherefore, be subject to the powers that be, until He — whose right 
it is to reign, and subdues all enemies under His feet. Behold, the laws 
which ye have received are the laws of the Church, and in this light shall ye 
hold them forth. . . . Importune for redress and redemption by the 
hands of those who are placed as rulers and are in authority over you, accord- 
ing to the laws and constitution of the people which I have suffered to be 
established, and should be maintained for the rights and protection of ail 
flesh, according to just and holy principles; thatevery man may act, in doc- 
trine and principle pertaining to futurity, according to the moral agency 
which I have given unto — every man may be accountable for his owa 
sins in the day of judgment. Therefore it is not right that any man should 
be in bondage, one to another. And for this purpose have I established the 
Constitution of this land, by the haads of wise men whom I raised up unto 
this very purpose.. . No power or influence can or ought to be main- 
tained by virtue of the priesthood, only by persuasion, by long-suffering, by 
gentleness and meekness, and by love uufeigued. Doctrine and Covenants, 
pages 219, 357, 424 N. Z.).
